KILLING IN KANSAS. 


Fatal Fight betwcen Kalilrowd “trik- 
ers and a Sheriff Poss« woe Man 
Kitled—the Strikers Exasperated, 

LEAVENWORTH, Ocwber 1. — The 
laborers on the Kansas Central narrow-gauge 
railroad, at the ead of the line near Circleville, 
have been on a strike for three days past, be- 
cause they were not paid their wages early on 
Saturday morniog. A party of twenty citizens 
left the city on a special train for the scene of 
the disturbance. At Holton they were joined by 


Sheriff Williams of Jackson county, and a posse 
of fifteen men The Leavenworth men made 
part of the sheriff's posse. The train proceeded 
to the end of the track beyond Circleville. -Here 
a large body otf strikers were congregated, many 
on horseback, headed bya man named Hart~- 
man.. The party were greeted with all kinds o/ 
abusive epithéts, bartmanu especially being very 
offensive in nis language and demonstrative in 
his actions. Capt. Tough, formerly United 
States marshal for the western district of Kansas, 
who had beeu selected as the leader of the posee, 
commanded Hartman to halt aud was answered 
by a pistol shot. The posse was then ordered to 
fire over his head, which was deue, and Hart~- 
man replied with two shots from his revoiver. 
‘the posse then under directions fired upon 
Hartman He died the same evVeuing. The 
train returned to Circleyiile, where it was met 
bya great crowd of strikers. Warrants were 
sworn out against Capt. Touxh,who wes arrested 
but released on his own recognizance. At Holton 
the train was confronted by another body of 
strikeis, who took possession of the switch and 
declared they would not let the train pass unless 
the posse surrendered Capt. Tough to them 

This Was not done,and the train backed ont. 
Subsequently the posse left the train and march- 
ed into Ho:ton and took up quarters in the hotel, 
which was soon surrounded by armed strikers 

Finding however that the posse was well prepar- 
ed, they did not attack the house. Capt. Tough 
was again arrested the same night and released 
ou a ten thousand dollar bail.

Editors Constitution: Har it escaped 
he minds of those who oppose the location of 
he stete capital at AUanta, that a few years 
efore it was removed to Atlanta by federal 
authority, that there was quite a discussion 
among the people upon thetopic of removal ? 
And that Macon and Atlanta, were both desig- 
nated as more appropriate and accessabie places 
than Milledgvilie? Isit net probable that the 
seat of government would have been moved to 
one or the other of those places, if the war had 
not disturbed the political as weil 
as the fitiaucial state of the people. We have no 
prejudices against Milledgeville, would not in- 
jure or wrong it intentionally, but if Macon 
uud Atiania were both more suitable and ac- 
cessable before the war, are they not still more 
so now? 

Atlanta is a live, a progressive place, imbued 
with the spirit of the age, jostiing old ideas as 
well as pedestrians on the streets ; ke -ping pace 
with the movements of the age. Weare told 
that it should be returned to Milledgeville on 
accountofits economy. Well, the late comven- 
tion pressed that question of economy upon the 
state government very strongly and put matters 
in proper shape for the exercise of that demand, 
growing out of our financial condition, even in 
Atiania Those lessons, so forcibly impressed, 
will not be neglected by those who are entrusted 
with making suitable arrangements in the 
public buildings hereafter.

MISSOURI'S NEW SENATOR. 


Gov. Phelps surprised even his inti- 
mate friends when he set aside all the 
names in the popular mind to appoint 
Col. David H.Armstrong,a member of dt. 
Louis’ board of police commissioners 
to fill the seat made vacant by the, 
death of Senator Bogy. The new sena- 
tor is a Nova Scotian by birth, but has 
long been a resident of St. Louis. He 
is sixty-five years of age. He is known 
as the old war-horse of the democracy 
in Missouri, and belopgs to the aggres~ 
sive wing of the party. In 1870 he was 
chairman of the democratic state cen-~ 
tral committee, and by many is credi- 
ted with being the author of what is 
known in Missouri politic; as the “ Pas- 
siye Policy,” whereby the democracy 
let the state nominations go by default, 
giving their support to the liberal re- 
publican ticket, headed by 8B. Gratz 
Brown, which was elected, thus knock- 
ing the bottom clean out of the radical 
party,and restoring the state eventually 
and permanently to the democracy. Mr. 
Armstrong is not an orator, nor is he 
noted for his learning, but he hasa 
great deal of clear grit and vim, and 
will make a creditable senator. 

The true inwardness of the appoint- 
ment is variously explained. As the 
legislature does not meet until Januarys 
1879, some think that Governor Rhelps 
himself intends to be Mr. Armstrong’s 
successor; while others say that Goy- 
ernor Phelps has paid a debt which he 
has frequently acknowledged. When 
he was a candidate for governor a story 
was put in circulation which severeiy 
injured his character for chastity and 
honor toward women. It was known 
as the ‘* steamboat scandal.” The gist 
of it was ao aileged assault on a respec- 
table lidy while traveling with her on 
the steamboat Lady Johnson from Han- 
niba! to St. Louis.

EARLY OUITOBER ELECTIONS. 


Yesterday the annual town elections 
of Connecticut were held, and the peo- 
ple of the little state tried for the first 
time the experiment of minority rep-~ 
resentation inthe selection of local 
officers. The new law provides that 
whenever the number of selectmen, 
ass: ssors or officers of the poor to be 
chosen shall be two, four or six, no per- 
son shall vote for more than one+half 
oi such number. If the number to be 
chosen be three, no person shall vote 
for more than two; if seven, no person 
shall vote for more than four. At the 
same time the people voted upon 
two proposed amendments to the 
constitution — one prohibiting ex- 
‘ra compensation to any public 
officer during his term of service, and 
the other forbidding county or town aid 
to railroad corporations hereafter in any 
form. Experience has taught the peo- 
ple of the nutmeg state that both of 
hese amendments are desirable. 

To -day the people of Colorado vote 
for county and town Officers, and for a 
supreme judge to fill the vacancy cansed 
by the resignation of Judge Wells. 
They will also vote upon two constitu- 
tional amendments. The lawyers have 
presented the name of Wilbur F. Stone 
for supreme judge, and no partizan 
nominations have been made. All the 
interest centers*in the two. amend- 
ments. One proyides for the filling of 
vacancies on the bench without the 
holding of elections, and the other 
confers the right of suffrage upon 
women. The woman’s suffrage associ- 
ation has made a yigorous Canvass of 
the state, and they are said to be con- 
fident that Colorado will be the first 
state to give the ballot to women—the 
entering wedge of what they consider 
a positive step towards justice and the 
purification of popular suffrage.
